There ‘are more,” mice than rats 
found im-the merchant ships of to- 
day, 2 correspondent learnt at the 
headquarters of Mr. Chapman, 
Condon’s busiest rat-eatcher. His 
offices in Victoria. Dock-road:..com- 
prise a verifable orsenal. Every 
sort of destructive device,’ ranging 
from elaborate traps ' ison gas, 
and his 
work, and that of. his assistante, is 
done'in the dark holds of the ships, 
where the.rodents live among evety, 
sort of cargo and travel to all the 
‘ports of the world. 

The process of “‘de- -ratting’’ ship 
to-day is long. and difficult, al- 
though it is nothing to the "work 
involved 30 years ago.
